In response to Applicant's arguments against the references individually, and specifically regarding the argument that Komuro does not 
teach decrypting a remaining encrypted part of the packet under control of a session key, Applicant is reminded that one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. 
Further, in reference to Claims 1, 2, 4-7, and 9-12, and specifically in reference to Claim 1, Applicant argues that Gray does not teach or 
suggest decrypting data of a received packet under control of a different one of the plurality of candidate sink session keys until a valid 
decryption result is found. Specifically, Applicant argues that Gray does not test the validity of the decryption. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees, noting that Gray explicitly states that it is determined whether the result of the decryption is valid (Figure 7, noting the results 
of decision block 106; see also column 6, lines 24-27). Applicant's further arguments regarding the interpretation of Gray appear to be 
based on the above argument that Gray does not test the validity of the decryption, and therefore are not further addressed.
